Why Not a Lasting Reminder? 


It is unfortunate that, when plans 
were being made for the splendid scheme 
of street decoration which has won so 
many well-deserved tributes, no one seems 
to have thought of the desirability of 
building one of the arches of durable 
material, to stand as a permanent mem- 
orial of the visit of the King and Queen 
to the city. These, like all the other orna- 
mental devices, were put up as temporary 
structures only, and when they have been 
pulled down there will remain no lasting 
reminder of the great event. That is to be 
regretted, though no fault attaches to 
anyone in particular for the oversight. 

It may not yet be too late to make 
amends. It should be possible, at no very 
great cost, to convert one of these arch- 
ways into an enduring monument of the 
historic occasion, or to replace it by a dup- 
licate structure of lasting quality. If that 
is practicable it is something well worth 
doing. Never again can there be the ‘“‘first” 
visit of an Empire ruler to the city. The 
unique event was marked by a demonstra- 
tion in every way fitting and creditable. 
It would be appropriate, and of inspira- 
tional value, to perpetuate the memory by 
preserving one of the beautiful archways 
erected for the occasion. 


Safer Subs Needed 


The tragedy of the Thetis, following 
closely on the lesser tragedy of the Squal- 
us, would undoubtedly revive at Geneva 
the proposal to outlaw the submarine if 
the League of Nations were still the re- 
presentative body it was even five years 
ago. Whatever in either case investigation 
may show to have been the cause or 
causes, the disasters confirm the well- 
established fact that under-water service 
is the most perilous in which the defence 
forces of a country are employed. There 
is not a first rate or second rate naval 
power which has not had to lament the 
loss of one or more of these ships, with 
scores of men, in peace time manoeuvres. 

The rescue of a large number of men 
from the Squalus gave hope that means 
had at last been found to save the crews 
from sunken U-boats—provided a salvage 
ship equipped with the apparatus could 
reach the scene on time. Such was not the 
case in Liverpool Bay, and though the 
Thetis lay in shallower water than the 
Squalus, only four out of a ship’s company 
of 103 escaped. 

Since there is no present prospect that 
the submarine will be abandoned as a 
weapon, it is to be supposed these new dis- 
asters will direct attention to the problem 
of reducing the hazards of those who 
serve on these craft, if not to the problem 
of making the ships themselves more de- 
pendable. Canadian inventors might well 
employ their talents in this direction, for 
Canada is one of the countries which, hav- 
ing long coast lines to defend, should find 
the submarine an effeetive instrument of 
protection if a type could be designed less 
liable to turn itself into a death-chamber

America Gives a Lead 


When in the quiet of the after days 
people on this side of the Atlantic think 
back over the incidents of the visit of the 
King and Queen, one of the things they 
surely will not forget, and certainly should 
not forget, is a brief but meaningful pas- 
sage in the speech which the King deliv- 
ered at Winnipeg: “Is not this a moment 
when the old world in its turn might look 
for hope and guidance to the achievements 
of the new?” 

He was thinking at the moment of the 
unfortified boundary between Canada and 
the United States, a boundary marked 
only by surveyors’ monuments, with here 
and there an arch bearing the word 
“welcome” on either side, conjoining na- 
tional parks where visitors scarcely know 
which country they are in at the moment, 
or an international bridge without barri- 
cade or sentry. What wonder if some- 
thing of wistfulness crept into word and 
tone as the King thought of this and then 
of the Maginot lines, the gun - studded 
borders and the constantly patrolled 
boundaries in Europe? 

The people of this continent owe a 
heavy debt to Europe, aside from the cir- 
cumstance that their forebears came 
mostly from that continent. From it also 
came the crude patterns of our civil in- 
stitutions, our religion, our social stand- 
ards, our laws, the priceless heritage of 
literature we prize. The old continent 
now is in trouble. In a multitude of ways 
it is calling to the new for help in finding 
a solution. 

Canada and the United States may 
fairly claim to have shown the way to a 
better and happier state of things than 
there exists. It is exemplified by our un- 
fortified boundary. The reason this is 
unfortified is that neither country molests 
the other or threatens to. Europe can 
have peace, and pull down its fortifica- 
tions, when its people cultivate the same 
spirit.

The great Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, pontificating to his admirer Boswell, 
gave a place of honor to strawberries for all time, 
Said he: “God could have made a better berry 
than a strawberry, but He never did.” The old 
scholar would surely have 
admitted that fresh cream is 
the natural sauce for fresh 
strawberries. Lucky folk are 
we, who live where both strawberries and cream 
can be had in plenty in their season. 

Strawberries and cream were made the sub- 
ject of a pronouncement by the Nazi minister of 
agriculture, in a radio broadcast a couple of 
weeks ago.
